Prosp«et» ot the Apple Crop ot the Country. 


The New England Homestead, with the 


assistance ot-some 1500 correspondents, 
gives a very complete review of the pres- 
ent condition and prospects of the apple 
crop of the country, the harvest of whjich 
ha3 already commenced. The report goes 
on to fay that the present year is the 
"even,'* or bearing year for apples in 
New England1, but though there is a large 
yield of fall fiuit, the reports indicate that 
tlie crop of winter apples will be about 
Seventy per cent, of the usual "even" year 
yietd in the six States. In the best apple 
counties of-Verniont, along Iiake Cham- 
plain, hot two-thirds of a full even year 
crop \frill be secured, while Maine reports, 
a decrease of twenty per cent., but both \ 
these1 States and 'New Hampshire will 
have a large surplus. Cotmeeticut has 
but hi(lf a crop, and Massachusetts eighty 
per cejnlj But the falling off in New Eng- 
land \ifill be partly made up by the great 
crop-in the apple sections of Nova Scotia. 
Annapolis and Kiqgs counties^last year 
exported only 40,000 T>arrels, but this sea- 
son n fll have a surplus of 100,000 barrels.

Western New York promise "the lightest
